T is just ten years since the “Loan Exhibition of Historical Prints, Early 
_ Views of American Cities, Etc.,” was held in the Print Gallery of The 
New York Public Library. Since that time public interest in all that pertains 
to the early history of America has greatly increased, and the local collecting 
of early views, etc., by residents of many of our cities, has become an estab- 
lished hobby, although, since the disposal of the Holden and Pyne Collec- 
tions, no really comprehensive collection of national scope has been formed 
and none exists except that of the Library of Congress and the one described 
by this catalogue. 

The exhibition of ten years ago was organized in the belief that The New 
York Public Library was the most appropriate place in town in which to 
impress upon public notice the reminiscent charm and inspiring interest of 
these early pictures, which constitute a pictorial record of our country’s 
history. An unusual opportunity is thus given to compare the individualities, 
and to study the growth, of those cities which have contributed so much to 
the development, as well as to the unity and strength, of the nation. It is 
believed that such exhibitions tend to stimulate patriotism and better citizen- 
ship. 

The present exhibition is installed in the north and south wings of the 
main corridor on the third floor of the Central Library building, and 1s 
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supplemented by an exhibition of the work of early American Engravers, 
shown in the Print Gallery, and drawn principally from the Library’s rich 
collections. 

The period covered by the exhibition of Historical Prints, etc., begins 
with the first known view of the Western Hemisphere, a crude German 
woodcut, depicting a cannibalistic scene in “the country of the King of the 
Portugalis” (the east coast of South America), dating from the first decade 
after the discovery of America, and ends with a lithograph showing the © 
embryo town of San Francisco during the gold rush of 1849. 

In so far as possible the views, etc., have been arranged in chronological 
order, those belonging to the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries, being hung in 
the north wing, and those belonging to the 19th century in the south wing, © 
and an attempt has been made to group the prints belonging to important 
sets or series. 

The collection, although not large, is fairly comprehensive, at least of 
those parts of North America east of the Mississippi, where European civili- 
zation was first established, and it contains a goodly number of the more 
important and rare prints by such distinguished artists as William Burgis, 
St. Mémin, Archibald Robertson, Alexander Robertson, William and Thomas 
Birch, William G. Wall, John W. Hill, William J. Bennett, John G. Chap- 
man, and Robert Havell, and by such well-known engravers as Thomas 
Johnston, Francis Dewing, James Turner, Henry Dawkins, Paul Revere, 
Amos Doolittle, Bernard Romans, Cornelius Tiebout, Peter and Samuel 
Maverick, St. Mémin, Samuel Seymour, John Hill, William J. Bennett, 
and Robert Havell. 

Perhaps the most striking characteristics of this exhibition, as of the one 
held ten years ago, are the beauty and charm of the aquatints produced by 
American artists and engravers during the early decades of the 19th century. 
Most of these have been colored by hand; a few have been printed, at least 
in part, in color. 

A few of the prints belong to The New York Public Library and have 
been so noted in the catalogue; the other prints, drawings, etc., unless other- 
wise noted, have been lent by one of the Trustees. 

The catalogue has been prepared in somewhat more detail than that of the 
former exhibition, and a representative selection of illustrations has been 
included, in the hope that it may add to the interest and educational value of 
the exhibition, while supplying a permanent and useful record of the exhibits.

This is the copy made for Henry Harrisse, 
for reproduction in his Les Corte-Réal, Paris, 
1883, from the original owned by the Biblio- 
teca Estense, Modena, Italy. The second old- 
est known map showing the New World. On 
the section of the map below the one shown, 
the name Antilles is used for the first time: 
“Has antilhas del Rey de castella.” Cuba 
appears as “Ilha yssabella.” 


2. VNIVERSALE. Giacomo [GASTALDI] CosMo- 
GRAPHO IN VENETIA MDXxxxvI. 20 10/16 x 
11 7/16. Line engraving. 


One of the most important maps of the 
period, made by a leading Italian carto- 
grapher. Shown here as embodying the geo- 
graphical knowledge of the time. One of 
three or four known impressions. The copy 
shown formerly belonged to Sophus Ruge, 
the German geographer, who has pencilled in 
the corner the note “sehr selten.”

reproduction. 


The first known pictorial representation of 
any portion of America. The Library’s im- 
pression of the original is shown in the 
Spencer Room adjoining. The only other 
known impression of the original is in the 
KO6nigliche Hof- und Staatsbibliothek at 
Munich. The impression now in the Library 
was sold by Henry Stevens in 1861 and re- 
mained lost for fifty-eight years until its 
reappearance at the sale of the library of the 
late Sir Thomas Phillipps in 1919. The print 
has four lines of descriptive German text 
below the plate, beginning as follows: ;Trans.; 
“This figure represents to us the people and 
island ,South America which have been dis- 
covered by the Christian King of Portugal 
or by his subjects...” See article by Wilber- 
force Eames in the Bulletin of The New 
Vork Public Library, v. 26, p. 755-760.

From Expeditio Francisci Draki eqvitis an- 
gli in Indias Occidentalis, 1588. The earliest 
engraved view of a city within the present 
limits of the United States. The English ex- 
planations and references at the bottom were 
printed _on a separate slip and pasted on. 
Impressions of the view occur with the ref- 
erences in Latin, and Dr. Rosenbach has re- 
cently acquired a copy with French text. 


5. [WATER-COLOR COPY OF THE FIGURATIVE Map 
oF ApRIAEN Brock. THE First FIGURATIVE 
Map.] 1614. 17 5/16 x 25 5/16. 


Presented to the States General Oct. 11, 
1614, in connection with a petition of Dutch 
merchants for the exclusive right to trade in 
the newly discovered country. The map 
shows the coast from the entrance of Chesa- 
peake Bay to the eastern banks of the Pe- 
nobscot and Saguenay Rivers. The earliest 
map on which Manhattan appears as an 
island, and the first on which the tribe of 
“Manhates” is located upon it. The name of 
New Netherland —“Niev Nederlandt” — ap- 
pears for the first time. 

The originals of this and the following map 
were found in the Archives of the States 
General at The Hague in June, 1841, by J. 
Romeyn Brodhead, who had been sent abroad 
by the State of New York as agent to gather 
documents and other material relating to the 
early history of New York. This map was 
found attached to a document dated 1616; 
because of this confusion it has often, erron- 
eously, been stated to date from that year, 
while it is really two years earlier. The water- 
color copies of this and the following map 
were made for Brodhead and their accuracy 
is certified by the signature of J. C. de Jonge, 
the Dutch Archivist.

Presented to the States General Aug. 19, -’ 
1616. Shows territory of New York, New 
Jersey, Delaware, and Pennsylvania, giving a 
detailed delineation of the course of the Hud- 
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son River. The first ms. map on which the 
name “Manhattes” occurs. “Manhattes” is 
shown as separated from Long Island, but is 
not represented as an island, in which respect 
it shows a retrogression from the Block 
Figurative Map. See Iconography, v. 2, p. 63-

7. [MANuscRIPT sURVEY BY PHILIP WELLS, 
GovERNOR DONGAN’S SURVEYOR, MADE FOR

inc [ManHaTTAN IsLAND] UPON HARLEM 
River.” Made Aug. 10, 1685.] 7 4/16 x 10. 
Pen and ink drawing. 

The patent for this property was issued 
May 13, 1686. The property extended along 
the north shore of the Harlem River between 
Macombs Dam Bridge and High Bridge.

8. Novum AMSTERODAMUM. About 1642. 
17 12/16 x 7 12/16. Wash drawing, in sepia. 

One of the earliest and most interesting of 
old New York City views, showing the 
Church and Stadt Huys. For a discussion of 
its authenticity which has been questioned, 
see Iconography, v. 1, p. 139-140. For repro- 
duction see plate 4-a. Bears a close resem- 
blance to the view by Laurens Block in the 
collection of the New York Historical Society 
of slightly later date. 


Cum Privilegio Ordi- 
num Hollandize et West-Frisiz. [1643?] 9 
10/16 x 7 2/16. Line engraving. 

The second earliest engraved view of New 
York, and the first showing the Church in 
the Fort without a steeple or belfry. It will 
be noticed that the principal features of the 
town from the Fort at the southwest to the 
Stadt Huys at the northeast have been con- 
siderably condensed in this view in order to 
bring them within the limited space available. 
Formerly in the Holden Collection. 

Doubtless from one of the numerous collec- 
tions of views of cities and towns published 
in the latter part of the seventeenth and the 
first part of the eighteenth century. The 
artist and engraver are unknown. See Jcon- 
ography, v. 1, plate 5, and p. 140-142.

Shown to indicate the prevalent custom of 
the re-use of a plate, altered, to depict a 
different city. In this particular case a new 
plate has been used as the original one had 
probably worn out, but often the view of the 


town was effaced leaving the accessories, and 
a new view engraved. Sometimes, as in the 
case of no. 39, only minor changes in the 
view were made and a new name given. 


11. A View or THE Town oF Boston witH 
SEVERAL SHIPS OF WAR IN THE Harpour. 
10 4/16 x 6 9/16. Line engraving. 

One of several views of Boston drawn and 
engraved by Paul Revere; the most important, 
A view of part of the town of Boston in New 
England and Brittish ships of war landing 
their troops, is also shown in this exhibition, 
no. 89. Issued as frontispiece to the Royal 
American magazine, v. 1, no. 1, January, 1774. 

The impression shown formerly belonged 
to William Loring Andrews, and is pasted 
on the inside cover of a vellum-bound scrap 
book containing clippings from newspapers, 
of American interest. A note on the cover 
says that this is one of a series of scrap books 
compiled by Wm. Waters, who died in Boston, 
Nov. 4, 1838. 

In the margin of the print are numerous 
ms. references to the buildings depicted.

sold by James Buck...a Prospect of Yale 
College...” 


13. [Boston.] 1744. J. Turner Boston Sculpt. 
4 3/16 x 29/16. Line engraving. 

One of the earliest and rarest of Boston 
views. Embellishes the title-page of the 
American Magazine and Historical Chron- 
icle, of Boston, for 1743-44. The covers of 
some of the early monthly numbers have at 
the top a wood cut of the same view of Bos- 
ton, though the lower portion of the plate, 


depicting Indian scenes, differs radically.

Pen 
and ink drawing. 


Made by Gerard Bancker. March 11, 1774, 
the House appointed a committee to “fix on 
a suitable place for building a government 
house, and to prepare a plan and an estimate 
of the expense,” to replace the Governor’s 
mansion in the Fort, which had been de- 
stroyed by fire the 29th of the previous 
December. The plan here shown was evi- 
dently made in conformity with this action. 
The building was not undertaken, however, 
until many years later. See Jconography, v.

One of two known impressions of this state, 
which is the third or perhaps an even later 
issue. Probably published about 1660. The 
date depicted is probably not later than 1651, 
as Fort Kasimier, built by Stuyvesant on the 
Delaware River in that year, is not shown. 
The author of this map, who is unknown, has 
combined the information from practically 
all the known maps available. The best and 
most complete representation that we have 
of New Netherland during the Dutch period. 

In its earliest form the first of the Dutch 
series of maps known as the Visscher type, to 
which nos. 18-19, 31-32 also belong. See /con- 
ography, v. 1, plate 7a, and p. 143-146, where 
several other maps belonging to this impor- 
tant series are described.

later states have Fort Kasimier represented. 
At the lower right corner is the view “Nieuw 
Amsterdam op t Eylant Manhattans,” which 
is a distinguishing feature of most of the 
maps belonging to the Visscher series. See 
Iconography, v. 1, p. 150-151.

Formerly considered by many to be earlier 
than the N. J. Visscher Map, but the discovery 
in 1911 of the earlier state of the latter, with- 
out the mention of Fort Kasimier (which 
appears on the Danckers Map) would seem to 
settle the question of priority. ;

From Robert Dudley’s Dell’ Arcano del 
Mare, 1646-48, a comprehensive work on 
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geography, shipbuilding and navigation, the 
most important atlas of its time. The author, 
who had made a voyage to Guiana in 1594, 
devoted the years from 1636 to 1648 to its 
preparation. Most of the maps were prob- 
ably drawn about 1636; the printed copies 
show many changes from the manuscript 
originals, which are still in existence. A 
second edition of the work was published in 
1661.

The real foundation of New England car- 
tography. From Captain John Smith’s The 
Generall Historie of Virginia. Although the 
old date 1614 is still kept on the plate, the 
inscription “He that desyres to know more 
of the Estate of new England lett him read 
a new Book of the prospecte of new England 
& ther he shall have Sattisfaction,” referring 
to Wood’s New England’s Prospect, shows 
that this state followed the publication of the 
book in 1634. For an extended discussion of 
the various states see under Captain John 
Smith in the recently published part of Sab- 
in’s Dictionary, p. 230-231. One of five 
known impressions of the first state is shown 
’ in flat case no. 1.

The only impression known, discovered in 
1909. Shows the eastern coasts of America 
from Newfoundland to the Rio de la Plata 
and the western coasts of Europe and Africa. 
The starting point in the printed cartography 
of New Netherland. The first printed map 
on which Manhattan appears as an island. 
New England is entirely omitted, and the 
name “Nieu Nederlant” covers also the terri- 
tory of that province.

_ A Blaeu globe, dated 1617, and showing the 
insularity, has recently come to light. See

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modifications, Block’s figurative map of 1614, 
it also shows the influence of the De Laet 
map of 1630. Though no earlier issue has 
been found than that in the atlas of 1635, 
it is probable that earlier and larger separate 
issues existed. The impression here shown is 
a “separate,” printed on heavy paper with no 
text on the back. 

The progenitor of the Visscher series of 
maps. The Indian canoes, which play so con- 
spicuous a role in the subsequent cartography 
of New Netherland, appear here for the first 
time, as also the small vignettes of bears, 
beavers and other animals imitated on many 
later maps.

ported himself by drawing and engraving, his 
principal work being life-size portrait heads 
done in crayon, which he afterward engraved 
in aquatint in medallion form. He produced 
several hundred of these miniatures, which 
include many of the most prominent men and 
women of the time. He returned to France 
in 1810, came back to New York in 1812, and 
returned finally to France in 1814, where in 
1817 he became director of the Dijon Mu- 
seum, a position which he held until his death 
in 1852.

. General Victor Collot, a French officer 
who had served in the Revolutionary War 
on the Staff of Marshal Rochambeau, under- 
took in 1796, at the desire of M. Adet, the 
French minister to the United States, to fur- 
nish the latter “a minute detail of the po- 
litical, commercial and military state of the 
western part” of the United States and the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys. In pursuance 
of this purpose, he commenced. March 21, 
1796, the journey which ended with his de- 
parture from New Orleans Dec. 27. His 
account of the journey is valuable equally 
for its authenticity and its iconographic per- 
fection. Later, General Collot was one of the 
three commissioners appointed by Napoleon 
to receive from Spain the transfer of Louisi- 
ana, but owing to its sale to the United 
States, he never left France. He died in 1805 
and the account of his travels remained in 
manuscript until 1826, when it was published 
in a French edition of 300 copies, and an 
English translation limited to 100 copies. 
Both editions were accompanied by an atlas 
of thirty-six views and plans. A reprint of 
the English translation was issued in 1924. 

The view is taken from the opposite bank 
of the Monongahela River. Fort Duquesne, 
later Fort Pitt, was situated in the angle be- 
tween the Allegheny and Monongahela Riv- 
ers, just to the left of the town. Below, in the 
same frame, is shown the lithograph by 
Tardieu from the Atlas, of which the water- 
color drawing is the original. The earliest 
known plan (of Fort Duquesne) was re- 
cently offered for sale in Rare Americana... 
offered for sale by Henry Stevens, Son and 
Stiles [1927], item 386. 

The following remarks by Collot concern- 
ing Pittsburgh and its prospects are of inter- 
est. “This town contains, at the utmost, one 
hundred and fifty houses, some of which are 
built of brick, and the rest of wood.” “This 
town, when the Indian frontier is thrown 
back, and the roads are rendered practicable, 
will certainly become one of the first inland 


cities of the United States.”

Dr. David Hosack, who was professor of 
botany at Columbia College, received from 
the Common Council in 1802 a grant of about 
fourteen acres between 5th and 6th Avenues 
and 47th and 51st Streets to be used for a 
public botanical garden. Here he developed a 
large collection of plants, trees and shrubs, 
both native and exotic, which he named Elgin 
Garden. He later sold it to the State, which 
in turn granted it to Columbia College. After 
passing out of Dr. Hosack’s control the gar- 
den gradually deteriorated, owing to the fail- 
ure of the State to appropriate funds for its 
maintenance. The drawing shows the main 
group of greenhouses which stood between 
50th and 51st Streets towards the Sixth

“Some bankers and others had been more 
foresighted. As noted, one of the first deaths 
in the scourge of 1798 was a bookkeeper in 
the Bank of New York. ‘Fearing another 
visitation of the pestilence, the bank made 
arrangements with the branch Bank of the 
United States to purchase two plots of eight 
city lots each, in Greenwich Village, far away 
from the city proper, to which they could 
remove in case of being placed in danger of 
quarantine. Here two houses were erected in 
the spring of 1799, and here the banks were 
removed in Sentember of that year, giving 
their name, Bank Street, to the little village 
lane that had been nameless before. The last 
removal was made in 1822, when the yellow 
fever raged with unusual virulence, and the 
plot which had been purchased for $500 was 
sold in 1843 for $30,000.”—H. W. Lanier, 
A Century of Banking in New York, p. 6-7.-

The ‘sail loft’ was occupied about two years, 
till the Wesley Chapel, the first Methodist 
Church erected in this City or Country, was 
built in John Street, the first sermon in which 
was delivered, Oct. 30th, 1768 by Mr. Em- 
bury...

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NEWS OF THE MONTH 
GIFTS 


URING the month of November, 1927, there were received as gifts 
7,268 volumes, 13,881 pamphlets, 94 maps, and 40 prints. Some in- 
teresting items were the following: 
From the Estate of James B. Butler, through Mr. Henry A. Forster, 
Executor, the Library received the unofficial correspondence of Charles J. 
Folger, Secretary of the United States Treasury, with James B. Butler, Chief 


of the Appointment Division of the United States Treasury Department, 


from December 2, 1881, to March 16, 1884. These papers show the genesis 
of the defeat of Secretary Folger by Grover Cleveland for the governorship 
of New York in 1882; of the defeat of Chester A. Arthur by James G. Blaine 
for the presidential nomination in 1884, and of the defeat of Blaine by Cleve- 
land for the presidency in 1884. They give details and incidents of Folger’s 
campaign of 1882, of which the late James B. Butler was manager. Butler 
was also one of the campaign managers of Arthur in 1884. A feature of the 
papers is the manner in which they reveal the spoils system of patronage in 
the United States Treasury Department at the time of the introduction of 
civil service reform therein, during the Arthur administration. James B. 
Butler, before entering the Treasury Department, had been United States 
District Attorney for the territory of Idaho. He died January 15, 1927. 

Collections of books and other material were received from the following:

de Beauvilliers (10 volumes and 3 pamphlets); Mrs. R. S. Guernsey (36 
volumes and 7 pamphlets); Mrs. S. L. Stix, Elmsford, N. Y. (89 volumes 
and 5 pamphlets). 

Important additions to the Library’s print collections were as follows:

Curtis) retouched in dry point by Charles F. W. Mielatz; from Miss Eliza- 
beth Norton, Palo Alto, Cal., six of her woodblock prints (“Little grey 
cat,” “The Stadium,” “Goldfish,” “Redwoods,” “Trees,” “Cyprus”). From 
Mr. B. R. Abbott came an original chalk drawing by George F. Tobin — 
“<A New Rochelle Boy” (about 1900). 

The following gifts of music were received: From Mrs. Frances J. 
Pickens, Old Westbury, L. I., came a collection of opera scores, 26 in num- 
ber, that had belonged to her daughter, the late Bessie Abott Story; from

ADDITIONS AND USE OF THE LIBRARY IN NOVEMBER, 1927 


URING the month of November, 1927, there were received at the 
Library 24,603 volumes and 14,487 pamphlets. (These include the 
additions to both Reference and Circulation Departments.) The number of 
volumes issued for home use was 959,560. The total number of recorded 
readers in the Reference Department, Central Building, was 169,493, no 
record being kept of the use of books on open shelves. Readers and visitors 
at the Central Building numbered about 337,000.
